The Progress of Woman. 

A well-known English writer in a 
leading London paper, commenting 
upon the idleness of British women, 
says that “owing to their exclusion 
from the higher grades of employment, 
women of the better classes are given 
over to useless and frivolous pursuits.” 

Dress and fashion, amusements and 
flirtations mainly make up the giddy 
round of their occupations and bar all 
solid intellectual work. What is such a 
life but a protracted debauch? Yet 
who can blame these gilded butterflies 
of society for being what their fathers 
and husbands have made them. 

Here the situation is different. The 
progress of woman in her efforts to 
take her position in the army of work¬ 
ers may be seen when it is shown that 
in all occupations, while from 1880 to 
1S90 man increased his numbers only 
27.64 per cent, woman increased her 
numbers during the same period 47.88 


per cent. In the professions woman in¬ 
creased in numbers 75 per cent and 
man 48 per cent; in agriculture, fisher¬ 
ies and mining man increased 12 per 
cent, woman 14 per cent. But the most 
remarkable showing is that made by 
woman in trade and transportation, in 
which callings, while the men In¬ 
creased between 1880 and 1890, 71.75 
per cent, women increased in numbers 
263.35 per cent—over three and one- 
half times ns fast. 

These figures bespeak the industrial 
energy of the up-to-date American 
woman.—New York News.

The best-born babies will grow up 
with the manners of barbarians unless 
they are taught the little graces and 
courtesies of the table.

WHEN THE EYE DOES NOT SEE. 

New Law of Vtaion Discovered that Ac¬ 
counts for Certain Optical Effects. 

Two series of investigations of far- 
reaching importance to physiologf. al 
optics have been completed during the 
past year in the psychological labora¬ 
tory of Wesleyan University at Middle- 


town. Conn., by Prof. Raymond Dodge 
and students of the university. 

The first series definitely established 
a new law of vision, almost revolution¬ 
ary in its consequences. It was proven 
that the eyes, when in motion, can dis¬ 
tinguish nothing in any complex field 
of vision over which they sweep. In 
I order to see any object at rest, the eye 
j must remain motionless looking nt some 
: definite part of it for an appreciable 
length of time. If the eyes move, they 
see nothing for about one-tweutleth of 
a second. This explains the success of 
those sleight-of-haud tricks iu which 
rapid movements of the lingers are ab¬ 
solutely unseen, while the eyes follow 
the larger movements of the hand. It 
also explains the necessity of looking 
at a relatively fixed point in boxing, 
fencing, etc. 

While the new law will necessitate a 
reinvestigation of many psychological 
problems, It has an especially obvious 
bearing on the psychology of reading. 
Four years ago, iu collaboration with 
Prof. Reuno Erdmann, then of tlie Uni¬ 
versity of Halle, Prussia. Prof. Dodge 
demonstrated that, contrary to the gen¬ 
eral impression, the eyes do not move 
regularly over n page as we read, but 
make a series of distinct pauses as they 
sweep along each line of print. 

At that time evidence was made 
which seemed to show that the eyes 
actually saw the words only during 
those pauses. That evidence has re¬ 
cently been called in question by emi¬ 
nent authorities. The new experiments 
finally settle the question beyond all 
doubt, nnd Justify the psychologically, 
ns well as pedagogically, important con¬ 
clusion that in rending tho true unit of 
stimulation is not the individual let¬ 
ter, but a more or less extended group 
of letters. 

The second series was ft quantitative 
study of the eye movements, with par¬ 
ticular reference to the rapidity of read¬ 
ing. This series involved the invention 
of a unique method of measuring the 
movements of the eye nnd the design¬ 
ing of a considerable amount of new 
apparatus, by the aid of which tlie first 
accurate measurements of tlie eye 
movements were affected. Those 
measurements not only show the 
length, number, and velocity of the 
movements of the eye during reading, 

1 mt they also furnish the first exact 
data for n study of the co-ordination of 
the eyes and the muscular fatigue of 
reading. Uliicngo Tribune. 

FICTURES THAT POINT. 

Trick of •'Foreshortening” to Give 

.'loving ICff.-ct to Drawings. 

“With the exception of making the 
eyes of a portrait follow you ‘round,’ 
there Is no trick of the draughtsman 
which so much impresses tlie general 
public as violent foreshortening,” re¬ 
marked the designer for n St. Louis 
lithographing establishment now tak¬ 
ing a vacation without pay to a New 
Orleans Tliues-Demoorat man. “1 long 
wondered why, for, as a rule, the public 
objects to anything which seems to vio 
late common sense. I at last came to 
the conclusion Hint tho secret is tlie 
same ns that of the “pursuing eyes’— 
namely, nn apparent motion In the pic¬ 
ture, which lends an uncanny mystery 
to it. It Is, of course, not a conclusion 
to Increase the self-satisfaction of the 
nrtist, who would like to see In the pub¬ 
lic Interest some special recognition of 
his abilities. The trick Is a favorite one 
with battle painters, who always have 
one of the prominent figures taking 
deadly aim nt. tlie spectator, nnd of late 
tlie advertisers have worked tlie racket 
to a finish with foreshortened highway¬ 
men pointing foreshortened revolvers 
nml foreshortened orators pointing 
foreshortening Indexes, nnd I see that 
one of tlie weekly illustrated papers 
lias just worked tlie scheme into Its 
cover. The trick,- however, Is rather 
looked on askance by art committees 
and must be used with discretion If an 
artist does not want to draw upon him¬ 
self the charge of fakery. A few years 
ago a violent example of the foreshort¬ 
ening trick was worked through into n 
prominent Northern exhibition of 
pniutlngs. It was a woman, with ex¬ 
tended nrni pointing directly at the 
spectator, and the title, ‘Conscience,’ , 
was one to work upon the imagination. 
Well, the picture simply swept the 
Cazins and Homers, nnd Gabriel Maxes 
out of consideration, nnd was by long 
odds the popular success of tho ox 
lilblt. One afternoon I was watching 
the crowd circling around, allowing It¬ 
self to be pursued by its conscience, 
when an old Irishman attracted general 
attention by trying to ram Ills head be¬ 
hind the picture frame. I finally asked 
him what on earth he was up to, when 
he answered: ‘Oi just want ta see how 
tbim clock wor-r-ks is set that makes 
the dom thing turn.’ ” 

In a Sorry Plight. 

A Maine family, whose woodpile lias 
been mysteriously dwindling of nights, 
decided to fill one or two tempting big 
sticks with gunpowder and see If thus 
they could stop these depredations.

It was a warm Sunday, and the lady 
who lind invited them, and who was 
to be tlieir teacher, sat, all in white, 
telling her class of boys the story of 
tho lesson. Almost or quite the only 
thing they remembered of it, as ap¬ 
peared afterward, was the way the 
teacher looked, and one tiling she said 
and did. On the back of a card alio 
drew a cross with the name “Jesus” 
above it, and said, “Boys, Jesus suffer¬ 
ed to help us in our troubles. If you 
ever have any trouble, look to Him for 
help.” 

One day a terrific storm swept over 
the prairie town.

WORKING OF THE CURFEW LAW. 

Hati■factory Nrniilt* of Its Enforce¬ 
ment In New 1 ' unml. 

Newport has hack its old bolls and la 
ready for tlie Introduction of the cur¬ 
few law in tills one particular. A word 
from the Chief of Police In Cambridge, 
Mass., lias Just been published Iu favor 
of this means for preserving the Inno¬ 
cence of the children. Cambridge was 
formerly one of the worst towns known 
for tlie extent of Its Juvenile depravity. 
All tills Is changed now, and the New 
England air of respectability Is again 
a feature of Cambridge life by night 
as well as by day. The law affects tht 
conduct of the children nt all hours. 
For those who fear something too arbi¬ 
trary for our system of life in tills 
curfew law the explanation of the Ban¬ 
gor Chief of Police ns to ItH enforce¬ 
ment may be a help In seeing tlie ad¬ 
vantage of having It. says the New¬ 
port (It. I.) News. Ho says of tho 
curfew. 

"1 believe It Is a grand success. We 
have very little complaint now of chil¬ 
dren being out after hours, but when 
one does come in It is from some sec¬ 
tion of the city not covered by the'offi¬ 
cers regularly, and an officer sent a 
few times to that locality speedily 
breaks it up. I do not believe our peo¬ 
ple would suffer the children to be out 
to any great extent without calling the 
attention of the police department to 
tlieir duty in the matter. It was not 
long since 11ml n friend who lives in a 
section of tHo city where children arc. 
to say the least, very plenty, said to me 
that It was astonishing to him how 
soon (lie children disappeared from the 
street corners near his home at tlie 
stroke of the curfew. I presume that 
some people may have the same idea 
that some of our own had namely, 
that the police were going to enforce 
this ordinance in an arbitrary manner 
nnd that no child near the age men¬ 
tioned would lie allowed to lie seen on 
the street after the curfew sounded. 
We did not intend anything of tho 
kind. Children who, for any good rea¬ 
son, are on the street nre never both¬ 
ered by the officers any more than be¬ 
fore the passage of the ordinance. But 
when a child has been given fair warn¬ 
ing nnd then keeps it up It is locked up 
and punished.”
